elect. Several accounts, recommended by 
the committee, were allowed ami ordered to 
be paid. 


A resolution relative to ilia Eastern boun- 


dary line between this State and Massachu- 
setts, authorising the Commissioners of this 
State, to join those of Massachusetts, in pul- 
ling 
up suitable monuiunnts, boundary 


stones, &c., was passed.

quiting property qualifications for natural- 
ized foreigners to enable them to exercise 
the e'ectivc franchise, was read and refer- 
red lo a special committee. 


William S. Patten, Esq., was appointed 


a committee to transfer the hooks ami pa- 
pers from the late Clerk of the C. of Com- 
mon Pleas, for the county of Providence, to 
the Clerk cleat. 


Petition of Peace Humbly, for sale of 


real estate, was continued until the next 
(session. Petition of Mary Harris, lor the 
Kale of real estate, read and granted. 


Petition of Elizabeth Francis, for leave 


to file petition for divorce; was continued lo 
the June session. 
Several other petitions, 


on various subjects, were also continued. 


The resolution introduced by Mr. Clarke, 


a lew days since, relative to tlio French 
Spoliation 
claims, was called up. 
Mr. 


Clarke stated that he had nil the papers 
relative lo the origin and history of these 
claims, and Ijoliad intended io go into a full 
and minute account of the whole matter; 
but as be did not wish to occupy Ihc time of 
ihe House unnecessarily, although this was 
a very important matter,—it being late in 
(ho session, he should give a very oriel' his- 
tory of these claims, calling the attention of 
the House to certain important • facts. 
He 


then stated ihu origin and history of the 
claims, in a very brief and concise manner, 
showing iliat certain citixens of this Slate 
were sufferers to a large amount, by the 
destruction of property by the French cruis- 
ers; and also that the matter was now be- 
fore Congress, and that the Senate had a 
hill now before thi>ni;appropriatiug five mil- 
lions of dollars, to indemnify these claim- 
ants,— Congress having assumed these 
claims, in a former treaty with France.

days, in which a great variety of important 
business has been transacted, n. full report of 
which we have given in our columns, each 
day, in an hour after the adjournment. 


This is the first time since the adoption of 


the Constitution, and, in fhcl, since tlic foun- 
dation of tlie State, we are informed, that 
the Legislature has been called upon lo 
elccta Governor; there have been occasions 
before, when there was no election by the 
people—hut under (bo Charter Government 
the Legislature was not empowered to make 
choice of that officer, HO that repeated efforts 
were made, \mtil the object was accom- 
plished. This, therefore, was an important 
election, inasmuch as it formed a new fea- 
ture in the political history of Rhode Island. 
In addition to the election of Governor anil 
Lieut, Governor, the Legislature have also 
chosen all the Civil officers of the State, for 
the ensuing year; passed many important 
public acts, rrnd granted an alniost end- 
less variety of'pctitions, both of n public and 
private nature; among others, the act incor- 
porating the Newport and Fail River Rail- 
road Company, passed the Senate and 
House of Representatives, unanimounly; 
and the necessary arrangements will imme- 
diately be made to have the stock taken up. 
AVe are confident, from all we can learn on 
the subject, that this will be dona immedi- 
ately, as it is u project of such public impor- 
tance, th'at capitalists and business men are 
well awove of its utility.
